

















CHEVRON STRIPE PULLOVER 


(ILLUSTRATED IN COLOR ON FRONT COVER) 


SIZES: SMALL, MEDIUM, LARGE 

Materials Required: AMERICAN THREAD 
COMPANY 

"DAWN" KNITTING WORSTED 

13 (15, 17) ounces White 
11 (1 3, 1 5) ounces Beige 
2 ounces Tangerine or colors of your choice 
1 Pr. each Knitting Needles No. 7 and No. 
10 OR ANY SIZE NEEDLES WHICH WILL 
RESULT IN STITCH GAUGE BELOW. 
GAUGE FOR NO. 10 NEEDLES: 4 sts = 1"; 
8 rows = 1" 

Directions are given for Small size. 
Changes for Medium and Large sizes are 
given in parentheses. 

BACK: With No. 10 needles and White 
cast on 61 sts (all sizes). 1st ROW: K 
across row. 2nd ROW: K across row inc 
1 st at beg and end of row and inc 1 st 
in each st each side of center st (4 sts 
inc in row). Repeat the last 2 rows until 
there are 97 (101, 105) sts on needle. 
19th (21st, 23rd) ROWS: K across row. 
20th (22nd, 24th) ROWS: K 2 tog at 
beg and end of row, inc 1 st in st each side 
of center st. Repeat the last 2 rows 3 
(2, 1 ) times, cut White. 27th ROW: At¬ 
tach Tangerine, K across row. 28th ROW: 
Same as 20th (22nd, 24th) row, cut Tan¬ 
gerine. 29th ROW : Attach Beige and K 
across row. Continue in same manner until 
there are 14 ridges on right side of Beige 
stripe, cut Beige. Work a Tangerine stripe, 
a White stripe and a Tangerine stripe in 
same manner. Attach Beige, K 2 tog, K 47 
(49, 51), turn. Place remaining 48 (50, 
52) sts on st holder. Work on remaining sts 
in following manner: K 2 tog every row at 
center front and K 2 tog at armhole edge 
every other row until all sts are dec, cut 
yarn. Attach Beige, complete other side 
to correspond, cut yarn. Attach Beige, pick 
up sts along lower edge and work 1" in 



K 1, P 1 ribbing, bind off. 

FRONT: Work same as back. 

SLEEVES: With White cast on 5 sts (oil 
sizes), K 1 row (top of sleeve). 2nd ROW: 
Inc in 1st 2 sts, K 1, inc in last 2 sts. 3rd 
ROW: K across row. 4th ROW: Inc in 1st 
and last st and inc in st each side of center 
st. Repeat 3rd and 4th rows 3 times, cut 
White. Attach Tangerine and continue in 
color scheme and in same manner as back 
until there are 97 (101, 105) sts on 
needle. In 5th even K row after all inc have 
been made dec 1 st at beg and end of row 
to shape sleeve. Continue same as back dec 
in every 6th even K row until 2nd White 
stripe is completed, cut White. Attach 
Tangerine and work 2 rows, cut Tangerine. 
Attach Beige, K 2 tog at beg of row, K to 
center st, turn. Complete same as lower 
edge of back. With Beige pick up 69 
(71, 73) sts at lower edges and work in 
K 1, P 1 ribbing for 1", bind off in rib¬ 
bing. 

FINISHING: Block each section. Sew 
shoulder and side seams. Sew sleeve seams. 
Sew sleeves in position. Turn ribbing under 
on lower edge and sleeves, tack in place. 
COLLAR: With Tangerine and No. 10 
needles pick up and K sts around front 
neck edge. NEXT ROW : K across row, bind 
off. With No. 7 needles and White pick 
up 3 center sts of front. NEXT ROW: 
Work in K 1, P 1 ribbing across 3 sts, pick 
up and P 2 sts of neck edge. NEXT ROW: 
Work in ribbing, pick up and K 2 sts at 
end of row. Repeat the last 2 rows once, 
then work in same manner picking up 1 st 
on each side. When there are 5 sts left 
on each side to be picked up, change to 
No. 10 needles. Continue in same manner 
until all sts are worked, bind off. Finish 
collar of back section to correspond. Seam 
ends of collar. 
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TO CHANGE SIZES 

FRONT AND BACK: Add the sts (ac¬ 
cording to st gauge) needed for one 
inch to both back and front for EACH 
size larger, (i.e. When gauge calls for 4 
sts = 1 inch. Size 16 would require 72 
sts; size 18 would require 76 sts, etc.). 
For EACH size smaller subtract the sts 
necessary to make one inch from both 
back and front. 

Follow directions given to armholes. Bind 
off according to directions distributing the 
added or subtracted sts evenly. 

Work armhole of back and front 'A inch 
longer for each larger size and Va inch 
less for each smaller size. Bind off shoul¬ 
der according to directions distributing sts 

SLEEVES: For one size larger add 4 sts to 
cuff, then bind off 2 sts more each side 
at underarm. For one size smaller sub¬ 
tract 4 sts from cuff, then bind off 2 sts 
less each side at underarm. 

NOTE: When working with a pattern, add 
or subtract (according to size desired) the 
same number of sts or repeats or multiples 
of pattern as needed according to the 
necessary inches required.

SIZES: SMALL and MEDIUM 

Materials Required: AMERICAN THREAD 
COMPANY 

"DAWN" KNITTING WORSTED 

12 (14) ounces Cocoa 
4 ounces each Lt. Yellow, Amber and Tan¬ 
gerine or colors of your choice 
Wooden Crochet Hook Size J OR ANY 
HOOK WHICH WILL RESULT IN STITCH 
GAUGE BELOW. 

GAUGE: 7 sts = 2"; 6 rows = 1 Vz" 
Directions are given for Small Size (10 
and 12). Changes for Medium Size (14- 
16) given in parentheses. 





BACK: With Cocoa ch 65 (69), d c in 
4th st from hook, 1 d c in each remaining 
st of ch, cut Cocoa. 2nd ROW: Pick up 
Amber (when changing colors always 
complete last half of st with next color 
being used), ch 1, turn, s c in 1st st, 

* ch 1, skip 1 st, s c in next st, repeat 
from * across row, ch 1, turn. 3rd ROW: 
S c in 1 st s c, * ch 1, s c in next s c, repeat 
from * across row, cut Amber. 4th ROW: 
Attach Tangerine, s c in 1st s c, * s C in 
ch 1 space of 2nd row, s c in next s c, re¬ 
peat from * across row, cut Tangerine. 
5th ROW: Attach Lt. Yellow, s c in 1st s c, 

* ch 1, s c in next s c, repeat from * across 
row, ch 1, turn. 6th ROW: S c in s c, 

* ch 1, s c in next s c, repeat from * across 
row, cut yarn. 7th ROW: Attach Cocoa 
and repeat 4th row, cut Cocoa. Repeat 
from 2nd through 7th rows 8 times, turn. 
SHAPE ARMHOLES: Skip 4 sts, attach 
Amber and work in pattern across row 
omitting last 4 sts. NEXT ROW: Work in 
pattern dec 1 s c at beg and end of row 
(to dec: insert hook in 1st s c, pull 
through, insert hook in next s c, pull 
through, yarn over and work off all loops 
at one time). Continue even until there 
are 14 Tangerine stripes from beginning. 
Attach Lt. Yellow and work 1 row even. 
NEXT ROW: Work in pattern across 7 (8) 
s c, dec in next 2 s c for neck shaping, cut 
yarn. Skip 8 s c, attach yarn in next s c 
work across other shoulder decreasing 1st 
s c at neck edge, cut yarn. NEXT ROW: 
Attach Cocoa and work across 1 shoulder, 
cut yarn. Attach Cocoa on other shoulder 
and complete shoulder to correspond. 
RIGHT FRONT: With Cocoa ch 33 (37) 
and work in same manner as back decreas¬ 
ing at armhole to correspond. Continue 
until there are 12 Cocoa stripes. (Do not 
count 1st d c row). NEXT ROW: Attach 
Amber, work in pattern across row dec 1 


s c at end of row. NEXT ROW: Dec 1 s c 
at beg of row. Continue stripe pattern, 
dec at neck edge in same manner twice. 
Work even until front measures same as 

LEFT FRONT: Work to correspond to right 
front reversing shaping. 

SLEEVES: With Cocoa ch 37 (41 ), d c in 
4th st from hook and in each remaining 
st of ch, ch 1, turn. 2nd ROW: S c in 1st 
d c, * ch 1, skip 1 d c, s c in next d c, 
repeat from * across row, ch 1, turn. 3rd 
ROW: S c in 1st s c, * ch 1, s c in next 
s c, repeat from * across row, ch 1, turn. 
4th ROW: S c in 1st s c, * s c in ch 1 
space of 2nd row, s c in next s c of last 
row, repeat from * across row, ch 1, turn. 
5th ROW: S c in 1st s c, * ch 1, skip 1 st, 

ch 1, turn. 6th ROW: Same as 3rd row 
increasing 1 s c at beg and end of row. 
Repeat from 4th row working an inc at 
beg and end of every 15th row (to inc: 
s c in 1 st s c, ch 1, s c in same s c. In the 
following row work s c in 1 st s c, then s c 
into 1st s c of 3rd row below and complete 
row in pattern). Continue until there are 
55 (59) sts in row. Work even until sleeve 
measures 13 (1 4) " or desired length end¬ 
ing with 4th pattern row: SHAPE SLEEVE: 
SI st across 8 sts, ch 1, s c in next st, work 
in pattern across row omitting last 8 sts. 
NEXT 5 ROWS: Work in pattern dec 2 sts 
at beg and end of each row, cut yarn. 
FINISHING: Sew side, shoulder and sleeve 
seams, then sew sleeves in position. BOR¬ 
DER: With right side facing attach Cocoa 
in 1st st at lower right front edge, work 
1 s c, ch 1 up right front edge, around neck 
and down left front edge to last st, working 
the s c into st of every other row on side 
and into every other st around neck, ch 1 
to turn each row. Work 4 more rows same 
as 3rd row of back, cut yarn.

Materials Required: AMERICAN THREAD 
COMPANY 

"DAWN" KNITTING WORSTED 

21 (22, 23, 24, 27, 30, 33) ounces Opal 
Blue or color of your choice 
1 pr. Knitting Needles No. 6 and No. 9 OR 
ANY SIZE NEEDLES WHICH WILL RE¬ 
SULT IN STITCH GAUGE BELOW 
1 - 29" Circular Knitting Needle No. 9 
GAUGE FOR NO. 9 NEEDLES: Pattern 
No. 1 — 6 sts = 1" (unblocked); 5 sts = 
1" (blocked) 

Directions are given for size 38. Sizes 40, 
42, 44, 46, 48 and 50 are given in par¬ 
entheses. Pattern No. 1 (Shown on Model). 
BACK: With No. 9 needles cast on 91 (97, 
103, 109, 115, 121, 127) sts, K across 
row. START PATTERN: 1st ROW: K 1, 


* P J, K 3, P 1, K 1, repeat from * across 
roW. 2nd ROW: P 1, * K 1, P next 3 sts tog I 
but leave on needle, y o, P some 3 sts tog, 
slip off needle, K 1, P 1, repeat from * 1 

across row. 3rd ROW: Repeat 1st row. 4th 
ROW: P 1, * K 1, P 3, K 1, P 1, repeat 
from * across row. Repeat these 4 rows 
for pattern until back measures 14 (14, 
141/2,141/2, 15, 15 Vi, 1514) " from beg j 
or length desired to underarm ending with 
2nd row of pattern. SHAPE ARMHOLES: 
NEXT 2 ROWS: Bind off 6 sts (all sizes) 
at beg of each row. NEXT ROW: Dec 1 st 
at beg and end of row. NEXT ROW: Work 
even in pattern. Repeat the last 2 rows 3 ! 

times (all sizes). Work even in pattern 
until armholes measure 8 (81/2, 9, 9, 91/2, I 
91/2, 10) " from 1st bind off ending with I 
2nd row of pattern. NEXT 2 ROWS: Bind | 
off 7 (8, 8, 9, 10, 10, 10) sts at beg of j 
each row. NEXT 2 ROWS: Bind off 7 (8, 

9, 9, 10, 10, 12) sts at beg of each row. ] 
NEXT 2 ROWS: Bind off 8 (8, 9, 10, 10, 







12, 12) sts at beg of each row. Bind off 
remaining sts. 

LEFT FRONT: With No. 9 needles cast on 
38 (44, 44, 50, 56, 56, 62) sts. K across 
row. NEXT ROW: 3 P I, K I, P I, K 3, 
repeat from * across row ending with P 1, 
K 1. NEXT ROW: P 1, K 1, * P next 3 
sts tog but leave on needle, y o, P same 
3 sts tog, slip off needle, K 1, P 1, K 1, 
repeat from * across row. Continue even 
in pattern as established until front mea¬ 
sures same as back to underarm ending 
with 2nd row of pattern. SHAPE ARM¬ 
HOLE: Bind off 6 sts (all sizes) at beg of 
row. NEXT ROW: Work even in pattern. 
NEXT ROW: Dec 1 st at beg of row. Re¬ 
peat the last 2 rows 3 times (all sizes). 
At same time when work measures 16 (16, 

16Vi, 16 Vz, 16 Viz , 17, 17) " from beg 
ending on straight edge. START NECK¬ 
LINE SHAPING: Dec 1 st at neck edge 
every 3(3,3, 3, 2, 2, 2) rows 6 (1 0, 8, 1 2, 
16, 14, 18) times. When armhole meas¬ 
ures same as back armhole, bind off 
shoulder same as back shoulder. 

RIGHT FRONT: Work same as Left Front 
reversing the shaping. 

SLEEVES: With No. 6 Needles cast on 49 
(49, 49, 49, 55, 55, 55) sts. Work in 
K 1, P 1 ribbing for 1 Vi (1 Vi, 2, 2, 2 Vi, 
2Vi, 2Vi)". Change to No. 9 needles and 
work in pattern same as back increasing 
1 st each edge every 6 rows 1 1 
(12, 13, 14, 12, 13, 14) times. Work 
even in pattern until sleeve measures 15 
(1 5Vi, 16, 16Vi, 16Vi, 17, 17)" from 
beg or length desired to underarm ending 
with 2nd row of pattern. NEXT 2 ROWS: 
Bind off 6 sts at beg of each row. Dec 1 st 
each side every other row 4 times (all 
sizes), then dec 1 st each side every other 
row until 29 (31, 33, 33, 35, 37, 39) sts 
remain. Bind off. 

POCKETS: (Make 2) With No. 9 needles 


cast on 27 (27, 27, 27, 33, 33, 33) sts, 
K across row. 2nd ROW: P 1, K 1, * P 1, 
K 3, P 1, K 1, repeat from * across row 
ending with P 1. 3rd ROW: K 1, P 1, * K 1, 
P next 3 sts tog but leave on needle, y o, 
P same 3 sts tog, slip off needle, K 1, P 1, 
repeat from * across row ending with K 1. 
4th ROW: Repeat 2nd row. 5th ROW: 
K 1, P 1, * K 1, P 3, K 1, P 1, repeat 
from * across row ending with K 1. Repeat 
last 4 rows until pocket measures 5" (all 
sizes) from beg. Bind off. 

FINISHING: Block all sections to measure¬ 
ment, sew side and shoulder seams. Sew 
sleeve seams and sew sleeves in position. 
Sew pockets in position. 

FRONT BAND: With right side of work 
toward you and circular needle pick up 
1 st in each row on each side and in each 
st around back of neck. Work in K 1, P 1 
ribbing for 2 (1 Vi, 2, 2, 2, 2, 2) " ending 
on wrong side. Bind off loosely 2 sts at a 


PATTERN NO. 2 

GAUGE: 7 sts = 1" (unblocked); 5 sts = 
1" blocked. 

1st ROW: * P 2, y o, si 1 as if to K, K 1, 
p.s.s.o., K 2 tog, y o, repeat from * across 
row ending with P 2. 2nd ROW: * K 2, P 4, 
repeat from * across row ending with K 2. 
3rd ROW: * P 2, K 4, repeat from * across 
row ending with P 2. 4th ROW: Same as 
2nd row. Repeat these 4 rows for pattern. 
BACK: Cast on 92 (98, 104, 110, 116, 
122, 127) sts and follow the general di¬ 
rections for pattern No. 1 but substitute 
pattern No. 2. 

FRONTS: Cast on same number of sts as 
pattern No. 1. 

POCKETS: Cast on 26 (26, 26, 26, 32, 
32, 32) sts. 

SLEEVES: Cast on 50 (50, 50, 50, 56, 
56, 56) sts.

PULLOVER 

(YOU CAN MAKE SIX SQUARES IN ONE HOUR) 


Small to Medium Size 

Materials Required: AMERICAN THREAD 
COMPANY 

"DAWN" BULKY YARN 

20 ounces Icy Green or color of your choice 
Wooden crochet hook SIZE 10 OR ANY 
SIZE HOOK WHICH WILL RESULT IN 
STITCH GAUGE BELOW. 

GAUGE: Each motif measures 5" square. 
MOTIF: Ch 5, join to form a ring, ch 3, 
4 d c in ring, * ch 1, 5 d c in ring, repeat 
from * twice, ch 1, join in 3rd st of ch. 
2nd ROUND: Working in back loop of sts 
only throughout, ch 1, * 1 s c in each d c, 
3 s c in ch 1 space, repeat from * 3 times, 
join. 3rd ROUND: Ch 3, work 1 d c in each 


s c working 2 d c, ch 1, 2 d c in each 
corner s c, join, cut yarn. Work 43 more 
motifs. 

FINISHING: Sew 4 rows of 4 motifs to¬ 
gether for front and 4 rows of 4 motifs 
for back. Sew 2 rows of 3 motifs for each 
sleeve. Sew front and back sections to¬ 
gether for 6" at each shoulder leaving 
approximately 8" free for neck opening. 
Sew 2Vi motifs together for side seams. 
Sew sleeve seams. Sew sleeves in position. 
Work a row of si sts all around neck 
opening. 

FRINGE: Cut 6" lengths. Take 2 strands, 
double in half and loop through each st 
on lower edge.

SIZES: SMALL, MEDIUM, LARGE 

Materials Required: AMERICAN THREAD 
COMPANY 

"DAWN" BULKY YARN 

4 ounces each Black, Crimson and Beige 
or colors of your choice. 

1 Pr. Knitting needles No. 1014 and No. 
13 OR ANY SIZE NEEDLES WHICH WILL 
RESULT IN STITCH GAUGE BELOW. 
Aluminum Crochet Hook size J. 

GAUGE FOR NO. 13 NEEDLES: 5 sts = 2 

Directions are given for small size. 
Changes for Medium and Large sizes are 
given in parentheses. 

BACK: With Black and No. 10Vi needles 
cast on 43 (46, 49) sts. 1st ROW: K 


across row. 2nd ROW: K 1, K next st in¬ 
serting needle in row below, repeat from 
beg across row. (These 2 rows form pat¬ 
tern). Repeat last 2 rows twice. Change 
to No. 1 3 needles and work in pattern for 
3 inches ending with 1st row, cut Black. 
Attach Crimson and continue in pattern 
for 5 inches, cut Crimson. Attach Beige 
and work in pattern until back measures 
1 7 Vi (18, 1 8 Vi ) inches. Change to No. 
10 Vi needles and work 1 Vi inches more 
in pattern. Bind off. 

FRONT: Work same as back. 
FINISHING: Block each section. Sew side 
seams leaving an 8 inch opening for arm¬ 
holes. Sew 3 inches on each side at top for 
shoulders. Work a row of si sts around 
each armhole.

1 pr. Knitting Needles No. 9 OR ANY 
SIZE NEEDLES WHICH WILL RESULT IN 
STITCH GAUGE BELOW 
Plastic Crochet Hook size H 
GAUGE: 9 sts = 2"; 6 rows = 1" 
Directions are given for Small size. 
Changes for Medium and Large sizes are 
given in parentheses. 

BACK: With Olivette cast on 78 (84, 90) 


sts. 1st and 2nd ROWS: K across each row. 
3rd ROW: * With Tangerine K 1, with 
Olivette K 1, repeat from * across row 
(keeping color not being used to the front 
of work). 4th ROW: * With Olivette K 1, 
with Tangerine K 1 (keeping color not 
being used to back of work), repeat from * 
across row, cut Tangerine. 5th and 6th 
ROWS: With Olivette K across each row, 
cut Olivette. 7th ROW: With Lt. Yellow 
l< across row, drop Lt. Yellow. 8th ROW: 
With Potter Gold K 1, P 1 across row. 9th 
ROW: P 1, K 1 across row, cut Potter Gold. 
10th ROW: With Lt. Yellow P across row, 
cut Lt. Yellow. 11th ROW: With Olivette 
K 1, P 1 across row. 12th ROW: K across 
row. NEXT 4 ROWS: Repeat the 3rd, 4th, 
5th and 6th rows once. Then work in

1 set Double Pointed Knitting Needles No. 8 
GAUGE: 5 sts = 1" (unblocked) : 4 sts = 
1" (blocked) 

Directions are given for Ladies Small size. 
Ladies Medium and Large sizes are given 
in parentheses. 

Men's Small, Medium and Large sizes are 
given in bold face. 

BACK: On No. 1 0 needles cast on 70 (76, 
82) ; 82, 88, 94 sts. 1st ROW: * Work next 
5 (6, 7) 7, 8, 9 sts in seed st (Seed st: 
for small and large Ladies and Men's sizes 
K 1, P 1 across given amount of sts. P the 
K sts, K the P sts in following row. For 
Ladies and Men's Medium size reverse 
order of rows), K next 8 sts (cable sts), 
repeat from * 4 times ending with seed 


st across next 5 (6, 7); 7, 8, 9 sts. 2nd 
ROW: * Work in seed st across next 5 (6, 
7); 7, 8, 9 sts, P 8, repeat from * 4 times 
ending with seed st across next 5 (6, 7); 
7, 8, 9 sts. NEXT 2 ROWS: Repeat last 2 
rows. 5th ROW: Work across seed sts, 
place next 2 sts on d p n and hold in front 
of work, K 2, K 2 sts from d p n, place 
next 2 sts on d p n and hold in back of 
work, K 2, then K 2 sts from d p n, repeat 
from beg 4 times ending with seed sts. 
6th ROW: Same as 2nd row. 7th ROW: 
Work across seed sts, K 2, P 4, K 2, re¬ 
peat from beg 4 times ending with seed 
sts. NEXT 4 ROWS: Same as last 2 rows. 
12th ROW: Same as 2nd row. Repeat from 
5th row until there are 17 complete cables 
or desired length. SHAPE SHOULDERS: 
Bind off 7 (8, 9); 9, 10, 11 sts at beg of 
next row. NEXT ROW: Bind off 7 (8, 9) ; 
9, 10, 11 sts at beg of row, work across 
and place 16 (18, 20); 20, 22, 24 sts, 
on st holder, bind off 24 sts (all sizes) for 
neck, complete row. Working one shoulder 
at a time, bind off 7 (8, 9); 9, 10, 11 sts

P 1 ribbing for 1, 1 3 A inches. Work in 
stockinette st (K 1 row, PI row) for 12

24) sts an st holder, bind off 24(24, 26) 
sts for neck, work to end of row.

Bind off 6(6, 8) sts ot 
beg of next row for neck shaping. Bind off 
remaining sts in next row. SI sts from st 
holder, work across row, then complete 
other shoulder to correspond. 

NECK BAND: With No. 6 double pointed 
needles pick up 36(38, 40) sts around 
neckline. Work 1 inch in K 1, P 1 ribbing. 
Bind off. 

FINISH MEN'S SWEATER BACK AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: SHAPE SHOULDER AND NECK¬ 
LINE: Work across 27 (30, 33) sts, si 
next 31, 32, 33 sts on st holder for neck. 
Attach another skein of yarn and work 
across remaining 27, 30, 33 sts. Working 
both sides at one time dec 1 st at neck 
edge every other row 3 times for all sizes 
and bind off 8, 9, 10 sts every other row 
at armhole edge 3 times.
